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CAPITALISM TURNS DISEASE INTO EPIDEMIC 


Picture this scenario: you live in a coun- 
try facing an AIDS epidemic which is 
killing millions of people. Modern 
drugs could tackle the problem but 
your country is being squeezed dry by 
large multi-national corporations. 

You could be imagining one of the 
many African countries. The effects of 
debt, over-priced drugs, cultural disbe- 
lief, and crippling trade restrictions 
have all lead to an AIDS epidemic. 
AIDS (Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome) is a virus believed to result 
from being infected with HIV, which is 
a sexually transmitted disease. 
Although, as yet, there is no cure for 
AIDS and nearly all who have it even- 
tually die, the time between catching it 
and actually dying can be drastically 
stretched with modern drugs. 

This is where the foul structure of capi- 
talism comes in to play. Since western 
drug companies ‘discovered’ the drugs, 
they own the patents. Other companies 
are not allowed to reproduce the drugs 
at lower prices so as to be affordable to 
poverty-stricken people. In effect the 
capitalist drug companies are not only 
profiting out of the AIDS epidemic, but 
are putting profits before the lives of 
people. 

In the ‘civilised’ western countries the 
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percentage 
of people 
with AIDS is only 0.23%, but in third 
world Botswana 35% are infected! This 
cripples the economy two-fold. Firstly 
the country spends more on medication 
instead of essentials like food; secondly 
seriously ill people can’t work and 
therefore the economy suffers. It is a 
vicious cycle: ill, can’t work fi can’t 
work, no money fi no money, can’t buy 
drugs fi can’t buy drugs even more ill >. 
Without modern drugs the life 
expectancy of a sufferer of HIV is about 
10 years of gradual weakening. But with 
even the least expensive drugs the tired- 
ness and pain can be taken away and 
people can live for an extra 30 years. 

On top of this it is often the case that 
the culture and traditions of a particu- 
lar society leads to a denial of the actual 
problem. President Thabo Mbeki of 
South Africa has said that it was not 
HIV but poverty that caused AIDS. This 
in a way is true, since if people were 
richer, they might be able to afford sani- 
tation, clean water and treatments. 

But AIDS is often thought of as a "gay 
disease”. Since sexuality is still a taboo 
subject in many African countries, AIDS 
is often pushed under the carpet along- 
side homosexuality: "We're not gay, 
therefore we don’t have AIDS." This can

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WORKERS DEFY MUGABES THUGS 


The Movement for Democratic Change 
(MDC) can be proud of the 57 seats 
won during Zimbabwe's election in 
June in the face of massive intimida- 
tion. 32 of its most prominent candi- 
dates and supporters were murdered 
and hundreds of workers and peasants 
beaten by ruling party Zanu-PF thugs. 
The MDC managed to persuade thou- 
sands of workers to vote against 
Mugabe, the man that has ruled for the 
past twenty years through violence and 
greed and whose regime has brought 
50% unemployment and 60% inflation. 


The trade unionist roots of the MDC are 
key in explaining its success, especially 
in Harare and Bulawayo, Zimbabwe's 
two biggest cities, wnere MDC candi- 
dates swept up all 27 seats. The 
Zimbabwean working class had already 
shown courage and determination last 
year, during three successful strikes led 
by the Zimbabwean TUC against price 
hikes. Workers had to fight the brutal 
police, armed with the latest weapons 
from Britain — which condemned the 
Zanu-PF violence as soon as white 
farmers were targeted, but refused to 
stop selling Mugabe weapons a year 


ago when black Africans were the only 
victims. 


Contrary to the success in the cities, 
the MDC lost the election in rural areas. 
Here Zanu-PF won by promising an 
end to the ‘white colonial power’. In 
rural areas the issues are different from 
those of inflation and unemployment. 





4,400 white farmers own the 11 million 
hectares of fertile land while one million 
Zimbabwean farmers are forced to 
share 16 million hectares of the most 
drought prone land. For the last 20 
years Zanu-PF has done nothing about 
this apart from resettling a few politi- 
cians and close friends of the presi- 
dent. 


Mugabe is not interested in the land- 


less farmers. He did not suddenly wake 
up and think, ‘What an injustice, let's 
kick them out’. He simply did it in view 
of the elections. This plan allowed 
Mugabe to split the population, by tar- 
geting and isolating the rural areas 
whilst terrorising the opposition mem- 
bers in order to get the rural vote. 


Unfortunately, the MDC has a political 
programme based on the needs of the 
white commercial (i.e. capitalist) farm- 
ers, the IMF and the World Bank, rathe! 
than the needs of the poor peasants. In 
fact, rich white farmers — who never lift- 
ed a finger for the black population for 
a hundred years and still treat their 
workers like second class citizens — 
hijacked the new trade union party in 
the rural areas. Similarly, the IMF and 
the World Bank will demand lower 
wages, more job cuts and worse health 
and education services. 


No, if the MDC is to become a real 
party of the workers and poor peas- 
ants, it should support a land revolution 
and link it to a fight in the cities against 
all cuts, whether imposed by the IMF or 
Zanu-PF.

Report on the Peugeot strike 
in Coventry 

After nearly LO months wrangling over new 
working hours, Peugeot workers in Coventry 
are ready to take strike action. 

Shocked bosses and union leaders are bracing 
themselves after workers rejected Peugeot's 
plan to alter shift Pakigrns meaning they would 
spend even less time with U@ir families. The 
bosses’ scheme is a slap in the {fe® to Workers 
who produce the 206 model. Jackie Cole, the 
wile of a worker at the Ryton plant said her 
husband took the weekend shift to help leok 
alter the couple's three children while she 4 
works. She said, “They say they are reducing 
hours but he would be working four days 
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which is an extra day. They don’t give recogni- 
tion to people who have been there a long time 
and have built it up to what it is. They do near- 
ly 12 hour shifts and don’t get a decent break 
and my husband comes home and is nearly 
dead.” 

Bespite the betrayal of trade union leaders who 
backed the bosses’ plans, the Peugeot workers 
have voted for one day strike action on July 27 
and July 30 belore an indefinite stoppage from 
August 21. 

The situation at the Ryton plant highlights the 
crisis rocking the car industry in Britain after 
the Rover sell-off and the planned closure of 
Ford Dagenham. Workers who have slogged 
their guts out to fill the pockets of fat cat cor- 


porate execulives are now sacrificed in the 


squeeze to make even more profit. Ryton is the 
only car factory in Europe to operate 7 days a 
weck and the new unsociable shift patterns 
mean they will have even less time away [rom 
the plant. 

Revo sends its support to the Peugeot workers 
in their struggle for decent hours. Occupy the 
factory, Force the trade union bureaucrats to 
back your actions. 

At the time of writing these union leaders have 
called for a second ballot on strike action 
despite the clear majority vote. We urge 
Peugeot workers to reject any management or 
union ploys to sell out their fight. As one work- 
er said, “We seem to be giving up an awlul lot 
and they seem to be giving up very litde. 
Enough is enough!”

Glastonbury being a money machine churning over thousands of pounds to the 
organisers, sponsors and least of all bands, which ultimately reflects the price of 
the ticket. Also the massive presence of corporation labels (i.e. the ‘Orange’ 
tent, and the ‘Virgin’ chill out room) obliterates the inception of Glastonbury 
being an anti-establishment festivaland, a forum for people promoting alterna- 
tive lifestyles. It is a typical case of youth culture being bought, packaged and 
sold back to the youth. 

| still can’t help feeling that Glastonbury has lost it’s momentum. While it’s good 
to attract a larger number of people from all different backgrounds, it has lost 
itself in trying to accommodate the needs of the organisers who maximise on 
profit at the expense of the festival. Basically the festival has widened it’s scale, 
but hasn’t widened it’s socio-political agenda.

This legislation is not about tackling 
anti-social crime or about helping 
young people who find themselves ‘in 
a state’ on Saturday night.

However that doesn’t mean that we 
shouldn't recognise that there is a 
problem with alcohol misuse amongst 
young people. UK teenagers come at 
the top of international league for 
binge drinking, drunkenness 
and alcohol related problems. 
But if young people think

that they are likely to be arrested if 
they turn up to Accident and 
Emergency (A&E) then they won’t 
turn up. The possible implications are 
obvious. 


The solution to drunkenness and anti- 
social behaviour is not to give more 
powers to the police but to fight for 
progressive education and health 
information so that young people are 
informed about the consequences of 
drinking alcohol. We need the support 
of the community, not a criminal 
record. That is why we should 
demand that nurses and 
doctors refuse to co-oper- 
ate with police surveil- 
lance of young people 
admitted to A&E 





The introduction of more relaxed 
licensing laws may go some way to 
undermining the violence that breaks 
out at closing time, but in reality this 
violence has more to do with the frus- 
tration and alienation that so many of 
us feel. Unemployment, poverty, bore- 
dom - these are the things that breed 
anti-social behaviour. The more con- 
trol we have over our lives, the less 
likely we are to take out our frustra- 
tion through the bottle. And part of 
that control means dealing with anti- 
social behaviour ourselves collectively, 
not handing the power of persecution 
over to the police.
